A  War  Democrat  on  thk  Stomp — Spbech 
Of  CoLONPL  R.  T.  Jacob,  Union  (Jandidate 
Foa  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Kentccky. — 
K.  T.  Jacob,  Union  Candidate  for  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  of  Kentucky,  reached  Coving- 
ton on  Wednesday  evening,  on  his  way  home 
from  the  chase  after  Morgan  Although 
greatly  wearied,  he  consented  to  deliver  an 
address  at  Seventh  street  market  epace. 
The  gentleman  was  introduced  to  the  vast 
concourse  assembled,  by  Colonel  R.  B  Car- 
pen  ter. 

Colonel  Jacob  said  that  in  1860  he  had 
great  difficulty  in  determining  how  he  should 
cast  his  vote.  Upon  the  solemn  personal  as- 
surance of  Breckinridge  that  he  was  not  a 
Disunioaist,  he  voted  for  him,  regarding  him 
us  representing  the  best  views  of  Democratic 
principles. 

Shortly  after  the  election  he  began  to  fear 
he  had  been  deceived  He  thought  he  saw 
indications  that  John  C.  Breckinridge  had 
deteraiined  to  draw  Kentucky  into  the  em- 
brace of  the  vile  traitors  of  South  Carolina 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  called 
by  Magofliii  to  deliberate  upon  the  propriety 
of  calling  ft  convention  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  Kentucky  out  of  the  Union.

Overawed  by  the  bold 
and  defiant  tone  of  the  L^nion  men  under 
the  lead  of  the  gallant  Nelson,  the  vile  crew 
dared  not  attempt  any  coercion  upon  the 
Legislature.  The  next  you  hear  of  that 
Kentucky  peace  party  they  are  in  arms  in 
Tennessee,  hovering  upon  our  border,  organ- 
izing, drilling,  menacing  with  fire  and  blood 
the  land  that  gave  them  birth.  At  length, 
under  Polk,  they  invaded  Kentucky,  and 
with  perjury  iu  their  hearts,  and  falsehood 
upon  their  lips,  declared  that  <ce  had  com 
menced  the  uar  upon  them.  They  were  of  the 
same  family  of  liars  who  at  Charleston  fired 
upon  the  Star  of  the  West,  and  battered

^  1.  B9  it  enacted  by  the  Qenerai  Aitembly  0/  tht 
Commontoealth  of  Kentucki/ ,  That  any  citizen  of 
this  State  who  ^hall  enter  into  the  service  of  the 
so-called  Confederate  States,  in  either  a  civil  or 
military  capacity,  or  ii^to  the  service  of  the  lo- 
ealled  Provisional  OovernmeDt  of  Kentucky,  in 
either  a  civil  or  military  capacity ,  or  having  here- 
tofore entered  such  service  of  either  the  Confed- 
erate States  or  Provisional  Government,  shall  con- 
tinue in  such  service  after  this  act  takes  effect,  or 
shall  take  up  or  continue  in  arms  against  the  mili- 
tary forces  of  the  United  States  or  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  or  shall  give  voluntary  aid  and  assist- 
ance to  those  in  arms  against  said  forces,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  expatriated  himself,  and 
shall  no  longer  be  a  citizen  of  Kentucky,  nor  shall 
he  again  be  a  oititeu;  except  by  permission  of 
the  Legislature,  by  a  general  or  special  statute. 

^  2.  That  whenever  a  person  attempts,  or  is 
called  on  to,  exercise  any  of  the  constitutional 
or  legal  rights  and  privileges  belonging  only  to 
citiiens  of  Kentucky,  he  may  be  required  to  nega- 
tive on  oath  the  expatriation  provided  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act ;  and  upon  his  failure  or  re- 
fusal to  do  so,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  exercise 
any  such  right  or  privilege. 

^  3.  This  act  to  be  of  force  in  thirty  days  from 
and  after  its  passage.

The  letter 
speaks  for  itself   Comment  is  unnecessary. 

Its  publication  is  desired  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  Union  men  in  this  community. 

Lkbano-V,  Kv  ,  July  7,  ISrlii. 

My  Dear  Father  :  It  is  with  the  deepest 
regret  that  I  have  to  announce  myself  a 
prisoner  of  war,  but  such  is  my  fate.  The 
fight  commenced  at  T  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, with  250  men  on  our  side,  and  5,000, 
commanded  by  John  Morgan,  on  the  oppo 
site  side.  We  fought  theui  until  1  o'clock 
in  tht  afternoon,  repulsed  them  several 
times,  and  killed  sixty — Col.  Morgan  a 
brother  of  the  General,  being  one  of  them 

Wounded  eighty  or  ninety,  including  one 
Coloael  and  one  Major.  Our  casualties  are 
live  killed  and  fourteen  wounded.  1  receiv- 
ed a  slight  wound,  but  ain  nearly  well  Now 
lei  roe  inform  you  that  I  will  never  be  a 
prisoner  again.  I  may  surrender  my  life  to 
(rod,  but  to  rebels  never  I  had  rather  die 
than  do  so  again 

They  made  every  one  ot  us  give  up  our 
money.  They  took  our  hats  off  our  heads, 
our  shoes  ofT  our  feet,  and  run  us  to  .Spring- 
field, nine  miles,  in  one  hour.  Those  that 
gave  out  on  the  way  they  knocked  in  the 
head  with  their  guns,  and  kicked  thcni  out 
ot  the  road.  Tliis  1  saw  with  my  own  eyes 
God  forbid  that  I  ever  should  surrender  to 
such  a  set  of  thieves  again. 

They  took  everything  1  had,  $760  in 
money,  two  fine  horses  and  bridles,  two  fint 
Colt's  revolvers,  one  sword  worth  ii40,  and 
my  gold  watch.  They  took  my  coat  and 
boots  off'  Mie,  and  then  knocked  ue  down 
after  I  had  surrendered. 

None  of  my  old  company  were  hurt  ex- 
cept Jos  Groves,  who  received  a  slight 
wound. 

We  will  go  from  here  to  Bowling  Green.

lu  accepting  the  nomination  by  the  Union

To  my  iniiid,  it  would  be  far  wiser, 
at  once  to  acknowledge  the  suceesi  of  the 
Rebellion,  and  make  a  treaty  for  seperation, 
than  10  iiisiiri^  it  triumph,  and  lli^-  ilegrada- 
tion  01  the  l.'jyal  Stales,  by  refusln:»  to  v,)te  the 
means  of  sustaining  the  military  sireuilh  of 
the  nation 

.At  the  same  lime.  I  am  oppo.sej  lo  the 
policv  o!  the  .Adrainistraiion,  as  lo  the  abo- 
lition of  slavery,  and  the  enlisting  ol  slaves 
as  soldiers,  luid  while  in  the  .State  Legi-ilature, 
I  voted  for  the  various  resolutions  which 
were  passed,  condemning  those  measures. 

But  I  do  not  regar.l  Revolulioii,  or  .Seces- 
sion, ur  a  subinissloii  to  the  Rebellion,  as 
the  remedies  for  lial  evil  poliey,  they  being 
evils  incomp.irably  greater  'Phe  remedies 
are  in  the  Union  and  under  the  Canstltiition 
and  laws,  through  the  Legislatures  an.l  Ju- 
dicial Tribunals  .Should  the  Union  be  re- 
stored, it  would  be  for  the  courts  of  the  slave- 
States  to  decide  upon  the  legal  efTects  ot  the 
President's  Proclamation  of  Emancipation. 

Until  the  union  shall  be  restored,  the 
rebels,  while  dupredatin^  up3n  the  commerce 
of  the  loyal  citizens,  on  the  0.ieaii.  aud  upon 
the  property  of  the  citizens  of  Kentucky, 
Missouri,  and  other  loyal  states,  in  their 
preilatory  raids,  cannot  rightfully  complain 
that  their  property  in  slaves  is  not  respected 
more  than  other  property,  by  the  armies  of 
the  Union  I  am  not  and  have  never  been 
in  favor  of  emancipation,  either  gradual, 
immediate,  or  compensated. 

I  was  a  member  of  the  Union  Convenion 
which  assembled  in  Louisville,  in  March 
last,  anii  voted  for  the  platform  ot  principles 
they  adopted,  and  intend  so  far  as  they  ap- 
ply, to  be  guided  by  them  should  I  be  hon- 
ored with  a  seat  in  Congress 

I  should  hail  with  joy  any  disposition 
manifested  by  the  people  of  the  Rebellious 
.States,  or  any  of  them,  to  return,  in  good 
faith,  to  their  lawful  allegiance,  and  iu  that 
event  would  support  all  measures  to  facili- 
tate the  resumptio!;  of  all  their  rights  and 
privileges  under  the  Constitution. 

In  the  short  period  before  the  election,  it 
will  be  impossible  for  me  to  visit  the  various 
Counties  in  the  District,  or  to  see  but  few  ol 
the  voters,  but  it  time  allowed  it  would  af- 
ford me  pleasure  to  defend  and  systain  my 
position  before  you  in  public  discussion  As 
this  cannot  take  place,  I  thought  it  better 
that  you  should  fully  and  fairly  un>lerstand 
my  principles,  than  the  argument  and  reasous 
b>  which  they  are  sustained.

1  will  only  men- 
tion three  ol  them,  as  the  others  men 
whose  bi.'^tory  for  the  past  lew  years  are  gen 
erally  known.  First  in  order  upou  the  tick- 
et isGrant  Green.  Esq.,  candidate  for  Auditor 
Mr  Green  i.s  known  here  to  be  a  .Southern 
Rights  man,  and  has  been  so  from  the  com- 
mencemeiit  of  these  troubles.  His  whole 
influence  haa  been  throw  n  in  favor  ot  the  re- 
bellion.
